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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


An increase of 16.43 percent in general revenue receipts was recorded in July, 
the first month of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

General revenue receipts for the new reporting period were $89,762,344, 
representing an increase of $12,665,091 over receipts during July of the previous 
fiscal year. 

The 16.43 percent increase remained in line with the gain for the entire 1978- 
79 fiscal year, which ended on June 30 with a 16.00 percent growth rate. 

Of the various categories of general revenue receipts reported for July, cor- 
porate income taxes showed the greatest gain with an increase of 29.29 percent on 
collections totaling $5,363,646. 

Individual income tax receipts increased 17.39 percent. A total of $27,912,186 
in individual income tax receipts was collected in July. 

Sales tax collections were $42,855,052 and up 11.23 percent. 

Receipts on liquor, beer and wine taxes were down 13.35 percent and totaled 
$2,127,359.
